The meeting of the 37 district lead- 


ers was called at the instance of Mr. 
Nixon, who, on Tuesday night, sent 
telegraphic- messages to all of them. 
This action followed a deadlock at the 
meeting of the sachems of the Tam- 
many Hall society Monday, when Mr. 
Nixon's intention of retaining Thomas 
L. Feitnor as sra.ad sachem was frus- 
trated by a tie, there being six of the 
sachems of the 13 for and six against 
the retention, the thirteenth, George 
C, Clausen, being absent. The action 
at that timo caused a general discus- 
sion of the possibilities of Mr. Nixon 
losing control of the organization and 
the combination headed by John F. 
Carroll ousting him. Mr. Nixon, in an 
Interview or. Tuesday, said if he could 
not have the confidence of the leaders 
he would "get out." 


When Mr. Nixon arrived at Tam- 


many Hall Wednesday evening all the 
37 leaders were present. As soon as 
the meeting had been called-to order 
Mr. Nixon said: "Gentlemen, I have 
decided to resign as the leader of Tam- 
many Hal!. This resignation Is abso- 
lute and positive, and will not be with- 
drawn. I wish it to take effect Imme- 
diately. I feei that I can not retain 
my self-respect and still remain the 
lead«r of Tammany Hall. My decision 
is unalterable." He then left the hall. 


There were numerous rumors about 


the hall regarding the future policy of 
the organiz-atioa. The most persistent 
one, 
and one that was indorsed by 


several leaders, was that there would 
be no actual leader of Tammany Hall 
for some, time to come. This was 
coupled with a rumor that the finance 
committee would be abolished, as well 
as the chairmanship of this committee.
